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REVIEW OF THE REPORT OF THE ANAEMIA 
COMMISSION IN PORTO RICO. 

The Commission appointed by the United States Govern- 

ment, in February, 1904, for the Study and Treatment of 

Anemia in Porto Rico, has submitted a report to the Gov- 

ernor of that Island. This report covers 200 pages, and is 

printed in the Spanish and the English languages. 

The Commission were experts in their special field, and

The 
thymol and purge treatment was then resumed once a week 
until the feces showed no more uncinaria. 

While thymol kills the parasite and the purges remove 
them from the intestine, also diminishing the amount of 
toxines in the system, these remedies only clear the field for 
a reconstructive process in the blood which is needful for 
the restoration of the extremely anemic patient to health.
